5.  The  Council  may  associate  with  itself  for  any  particular  purpose  any 
person  whose  assistance  or  advice  it  may  desire  in  carrying  out  its  work.  A 

| person  associated  with  the  Council  for  any  particular  purpose  shall  have  a 
^ right  to  take  part  in  the  discussions  relevant  to  that  purpose  but  shall  not 
have  a right  to  vote  at  a meeting  of  the  Council. 

6.  A person  shall  he  disqualified  for  being  appointed  as  Chairman  or  for 
being  nominated  as  a member  of  the  Council  or  for  being  such  Chairman  or 
nominated  member,  if— 

(a)  he  is  of  unsound  mind; 

(£)  he  is  an  undischarged  insolvent; 

fc)  he  has  been  sentenced  for  any  offence  involving  moral  turpitude, 
punishable  under  any  law  with  imprisonment  such  sentence  not 
having  been  annulled  and  a period  of  five  years  has  not  elapsed 
from  the  date  of  expiration  of  the  sentence; 
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(d)  he  is  a paidTofficer  or  employee  of  the  Council;  or 

( e ) he  incurs  such  other  disqualifications  as  maj|  be  prescribed  by 
the  State  Government. 

7.  (1)  The  Chairman  shall  hold  office  for  a term  of  three  years  and  the 
nominated  members  and  the  co-opted  member  shall  hold  office  for  a term  of 
one  year  and  shall  be  eligible  fot  re-appointment  or  re-nomination  or  co- 
option  fora  further  term  of  three  years,  or  one  year,  as  the  case  may  be: 

Provided  thai  if  a person  has  attained  the  age  of  65  years,  he  shall 
not  be  eligible  for  appointment  or  re-appointment  as  a Chairman?  of 
the  Council. 

(2)  The  Chairman  or  the  nominated  member  or,  co-opted  member  may, 
jy  writing  under  his  hand  addressed  to  the  State  Government  or  the  Council 
as  the  case  ma'y  be,  resign  his  office  but  he  shall  continue  to  hold  office  until 
his  resignation  is  accepted  by  the  State  Government  or,  as  the  case  may  be, 
by  the  Council. 

(3)  Subject  to  the!  provisions  of  this  section,  the  other  terms  and  con- 
ditions of  service  of  the  Chairman  and  the  nominated  members  shall  be  such 
as  may  be  presciibed, 

(4)  The  Chairman  shall  exercise  such  powers  and  perform  such  functions 
as  may  be  prescribed. 

8.  The  Member-Secretary  shall  exercise  the  powers  and  perform  the 
functions  conferred  or  imposed  on  him  under  this  Act  amd  such  other 
powers  and  functions  as  may  be  prescribed. 

9.  If, at  anytime,  it  appears  to  the  State  Government  that  the  Chair- 
man or  a nominated  member  or  the  co-opted  member  has  shown  himself 
to  be  unsuitable  for  office  or  has  been  guilty  of  mis-conduct  or  neglect  which 
renders  his  removal  expedient, the  State  Government  may,  after  giving  him  a 
reasonable  opportunity  to  show  cause,  by  notification,  remove  the  Chairman 
or  such  nominated  or  co-opted  member,  as  the  case  may  be,  from  the  office.
